A. Discuss and consult with the City’s attorneys for legal advice; discuss and consult with the City’s
designated representatives of the City to consider its position and to instruct its representatives
regarding ongoing litigation in the matter of City of Scottsdale v. Federal Aviation Administration,
pending as D.C. Circuit Court of Appeals Cause No. 20-1070. A.R.S. 8§ 38-431.03(A)(3) and (4).

B. Discuss and consult with the City’s attorneys for legal advice; discuss and consult with designated
representatives of the City to consider its position and instruct its representatives regarding
negotiations for the purchase, sale, or lease of real property; discuss and consult with the City’s
attorneys to consider the City’s position and instruct its attorneys regarding contracts that are the
subject of negotiations. These matters all pertain to real property north of Frank Lloyd Wright
Boulevard between Scottsdale Road and Pima Road. A.R.S. § 38-431.03(A)(3), (4) and (7).
